GROUND WATER RESOURCES AND THEIR 
CONSERVATION 
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Long and continued demands on 
these aquifers have created many 
serious problems, such as a gen- 
eral lowering of the water table, 
salt water encroachment, changes 
in the chemical and physical char- 
acter of the soils, and changes in 
the chemical character of the 
ground water. To add to the situ- 
ation, the annual rainfall is not 
only concentrated in the months of 
October to May, but it varies from 
year to year. For this reason both 
recharge and pumpage vary from 
season to season and year to year. 

In places along the coast where 

heavy pumping has drawn the wa- 
ter table down below sea level, the 
hydraulic gradient has been re- 
versed and ocean water has moved 
inward either affecting or destroy- 
ing many good wells. The prin- 
cipal areas affected are the Sacra- 
mento, San Joaquin delta between 
Antioch and Pittsburg, the Napa 
Valley, the Santa Clare valley, 
from Oakland to San Mateo, the 
mouth of the Salinas Valley, the 
Ventura area, the coastal plain of 
Los Angeles and Orange Counties 
and in the main coastal basin and 
several small coastal basins in San 
Diego County, especially the Tia 
Juana valley. These problems are 
all being studied by the State Wa- 
ter Resources Board in the Divi- 
sion of Water Resources. In fact, 
he situation as far as the general 
water supply is concerned that all 
known methods of increasing it 
are being considered 

The situation in Nevada is some- 
What similar to that in California, 
though there are very few areas 
where valley fill is available to the 
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extent that it is in California 
Therefore, the ground water con- 
ditions are different. As a whole, 
there is not so much ground water 
available in Nevada, but what 
there just as important to 
Nevada’s stock-raising industry as 
it is to California's citrus fruit in- 
dustry. On account of the value of 
ground water in Nevada the state 
through the State Engineer's Of- 
fice has made many investigations 
of various valleys for their ground 
water possibilities. In Water Re- 
Bulletin No. & the situa 
tion in the White River valley, 
White Pine, Nye, and Lincoln 
Counties is reported. In the White 
River valley the principal water 
bearing beds are in the alluvial and 
river bed deposits which underlie 
ihe valley lowland. In 1949 it was 
estimated that 19,000 acre feet of 
ground water was available 
nually. In Bulletin No. 11 cove 
ing Fish Lake valley in Nevada 
and California, it is stated that the 
beds of valley fill composed of sand 
and gravel are the most favorable 
locations for obtaining ground wa- 
ter, the source being precipitation 
in the White Mountains and to a 
lesser extent the Silver Peak 
Range and other mountains sur- 
rounding the valley. The wate 
level is near the surface in the 
lowest part of the valley nortl 
ward from a point west of Fish 
Lake Spring. It increases in dept! 
towards the sides of the valley and 
south along the valley axis. It 
estimated 26,000 to 35 
feet are available for future de- 
velopment. Similar reports 
available for Paradise Valley, Las 
Vegas Valley, Lovelock Valley, 
Pahrump and Indian Springs Val- 
levys, also the vicinity of Elko, Ne 
vada. No doubt further develop 
ments will be made in Nevada as 
a result of these reports and the 
active interest in ground water 
and well construction that has 
been shown by the State En- 
gineer’s Office.
